Controls 

•Charging Indicator: LED illuminates when the RECHARGE 
ON/OFF switch is in the ON position. 

• POWER/UHF/VHF/OFF Switch: Turns power on and off; 
selects UHF or VHF TV band. 

•A/V IN (Input) Jack: Input a composite audio/video signal into 
the unit for use as a portable monitor; requires a 3.5 mm RCA 
adapter (not included). 

• Earphone Jack: For private listening; requires earphone with a 
3.5 mm plug. 

•Antenna: Extend antenna for optimal reception. 

•Speaker: Provides TV audio. 

•DC 6V Input Jack: Use for charging; provides external power 
to the TV using the included adapter/charger. 

• Battery Compartment: Holds 4 AA NiMH rechargeable batteries 
or 4 AA alkaline batteries; the RECHARGE ON/OFF switch is 
located inside the battery compartment. 

•CHANNEL +/- Buttons: Tune to the desired channel.

•VOLUME +/- Knob: Adjusts the audio volume level up and down. 

• BRIGHT (Brightness) +/- Knob: Adjusts the brightness of the 
image on the screen. 



Power Options 



The television runs on 4 AA NiMH rechargeable batteries 
(included), 4 AA alkaline batteries (purchase separately) or the 
external AC adapter (included). 



Rechargeable Batteries

3. Insert four AA alkaline batteries (purchase separately), observing 
the +/- polarities as indicated inside the battery compartment.

The included 6V DC 500 mA AC adapter/charger can also be 
used to power the TV from a standard wall outlet. 

To operate the TV using external power, connect the AC 
adapter/charger to the DC 6V input jack on your TV If using the 
rechargeable batteries, they will also be recharged while you are 
watching the TV, although the battery charge time will increase. 
If using alkaline batteries, make sure the RECHARGE switch is 
set to the OFF position. 

For best results: We recommended that you turn the unit off 
when recharging the batteries.

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Earphone Jack 



For private listening, you can connect mono earphones (purchase 
separately) to the 3.5 mm EARPHONE jack. 

1 . To listen to the TV using earphones, set the VOLUME knob to 
the lowest setting before inserting earphones. 

2. Insert the 3.5 mm earphone plug into the EARPHONE jack 
on the TV. The built-in speaker automatically mutes. 

3. After the headphones are connected, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level using the VOLUME knob. 



Built-in Stand 



The built-in TV stand (located on the rear of the unit) lets you 
place the TV on a flat surface for easy viewing. 

1 . To use the built-in stand, pull it out slowly until it locks into 
place. Do not pull the stand beyond the lock position. 

2. When finished using the stand, snap it back into place. 
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External Audio/Video Input 



With a compatible audio/video adapter (not included), your TV 
can receive signals from an external video device, such as a cam- 
corder or VCR. 

1 . Connect the yellow RCA plug into the VIDEO jack and the 
white RCA plug into the LEFT/MONO jack of the external 
video device. 

2. Connect the 3.5 mm plug to the A/V IN jack on the side of 
the TV. 

3. Turn the TV on. 

Note: Inserting a plug into the A/V IN jack automatically switches 
the TV from TV mode to video mode. To return to TV mode, 
remove the plug from the A/V IN jack. 
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Care and Maintenance 



1 . Clean the TV with a damp cloth when necessary. Do not use 
harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents or strong detergents. 

2. Use only the power sources specified in this manual. 

3. Use only new batteries of the recommended size. Always 
remove the batteries if the TV will not be used for several 
months as the batteries may leak chemicals that destroy the 
TV's circuits. 

4. Handle the TV carefully. Dropping it could damage the circuits 
or case. 

5. Be extremely careful with the display screen. Avoid placing the 
TV in your pocket or purse with objects that could damage or 
scratch the screen. 

6. Avoid places with extreme humidity, dust or extremely high or 
low temperatures.
